Yaquis Still Active 


News has reached 
(tuayinas that 


Iticardo Johnson, n son of the most 
prominent American in Sonora, and 
himself <|iiite a factor in that country, 
was surprised and killed on Wednes- 
day by a band of murderous Yaquis, 
who raided the country between San 
Marcial and Tecoripa, pillaging, burn- 
ing and killing indiscriminately. The 
younger Johnson had some mines in 
that vicinity and made his headquarters 
at the ranch of Alejandro Rodriguez, 
near Tecolete. 


Runners corning 
from both 
San 


Marcial and Tecolete 
brought only 


meager details of the murder of John- 
eon. The Mexicans were so terrified 
by the raid that they did not stop for 
details, but sent messengers to Guay 
nia« at once asking aid. 


The Yaquis were divided into small 


bands and Johnson was surprised by 
one of these bands and murdered. Gen- 
eral Torres, 
strongly reinforced, 
is 


again rapidly advancing to meet the 
Yaquis in the Matazan 
mountains. 


He expects to put down t.hn uprising 
tn short order if he succeeds in engag- 
ing with the. Indians before they cross 
into the mountains along the Yaqui 
river. 
If they succeed in entering the 


mouiitajns'witli their present number 
and armament, the situation will he 
grave and large numbers; will join in 
the uprising. 
These mountains are 


very inaccessible. 


Hormosillo is now guarded by stave 


troops, and all government troops have 
joined forces under General Torres. 
Hermosillo is practically under mar- 
tial law. No vehicles are allowed on 
the streets, guards have been placed 
oh every corner and the streets are 
Jcerot clear.

Surrender of the Boers 


The London war oliice has received 


the 
following 
message, 
from 
Lord 


Kitchener: 


"The 
disarmament of the Boer's 


is proceeding satisfactorily, and good 
spirit is displayed everywhere. Satur- 
day 4342 rifles had been surrendered up 
to date." 


Dispatches received bv the Associated 


Press from Pretoria confirm the state- 
ments made in Lord KitcheneVs com- 
munication to the 
war office "and say- 


that the whole staff of the Transvaal 
government, with a body guard of fifty 
men, surrendered last Saturday. 


The following formalities are observ- 


ed when General Botha, General Dewet 
or any of the Boer comnia*ndants ac- 
company the British officer who had 
been detailed to receive surrenders: 


The Boer leadei goes out to receive 


a commando and returns at its head. 


The Fioprfl who come in aie generally 
dreswl in dilapidated clothing, but 
have a smart and soldierly bearing. 
Those who are to surrender are as- 
sembled and the Boer loader delivers 
au addess to his men urging them to 
Usten to the British officer who has 
been detailed 
on the 
work. 
The 


British officer then makes a speech to 
the men of the commando, in which 
he informs "them of the admiration of 
King Edward and the British nation 
for trie gallant struggle and the bravey 
of their people and promises tbnt the 
British 
authorities wi!! do thnii; 


utmost to help them resettle on their 
farms. 
A meal is then provided for 


the Boer?, after which the formal sur- 
renders oec.ttr. 


The Boers nrn allowed to retain their 


horses and saddles. Tlie majority of 
them appear to be glad that the wa'r is 
at an end and that they will now be 
able to join their families. 


Among the men who have surrender- 


ed to the British authorities at Bal- 
moral, Cape Colony, were four Ameri- 
cans, who will be granted free passage 
to Delagoa Bay. 


Throughout the dominions of (he 


British ernnire, and especially in all 
the principal towns of South Africa, 
thanksgiving services for the return of 
peace were held Sunday. Lord Kitch- 
ener attended a thanksgiving service at 
Pretoria at which 0000 British troops 
were present.

PLAGUE" OF GRASSHOPPERS 


University Professor Suggests Fight- 


ing the Pests With Fire 


A plague of grasshoppers is threaten- 


ed in the foothill districts of Eldorado, 
Placer and Sacramento counties, and 
the farmers and fruit growers are con- 
siderably worried over the possibility 
of having their crops destroyed by the 
pests. 
All signs have 
pointed to 


enormous crops of fruit and grain, but 
the hoppers have made their appear- 
ance in the foothills of Placer county 
and the farmers and fruit growers are 
greatly alarmed. 


The invasion of grasshoppers became 


so great in Placer county that an ap- 
peal was sent to the Agricultural de- 
partment of the state university, ask- 
ing that an expert be sent to that 
county to look over the situation and 
suggest a way of getting rid of the 
giasshoppers. 


The university professor who re- 


sponded to the call is quoted as-saying 
that a grasshopper plague was at hand, 
and he suggested destroying the pesta 
by fire.

ODD PACTS FORJTHE SMOKERS. 


Information) Mr*6 Tobacco and It* 
tl« by the World. 


A history of tobacco has just been 


published by W. S. Penn, an English- 
man, under the title of "The Sovernne 
Herb." 
Prom It some curious facts 


can be drawn that will amuse, as well 
as Instruct smdker*. 


It'-apip^r-l&BV.ttte'practlce of smok- 


ing was nt.fla»t,a religious rite, and 
that It was taken In the sixteenth cen- 
tury from America to Europe, whence 
It spread to Asia. All three modes of 
using the weed—cigars, pipes and snuff 
—were found In vogue among the na- 
tives of America by the earliest dis- 
coverers. In the narrative of the ttrst 
voyage of Columbus we are told of the 
astonishment of the Spaniards at see- 
ing the natives of San Salvador putting 
cigars, or, rather, enormous cigarettes. 
On his second voyage the 
Islanders 


were observed snuffing the powdered 
leaf through a hollow cane. 
On the 


mainland pipe smoking was the univer- 
sal custom, but still retaining much 
of a rltualtistic character. 


So tobacco went to Spain as cigars, to 


France (through Jean Nlcot) as snuff, 
and was carried to England with the 
pipe by Ralph Lane, Governor of Vir- 
ginia, on his return home In 1580. Ua 
lelgh, though he adopted the practice, 
was not (as Is often stated) Its Intro- 
ducer. 
England gave It to the Dutch, 


and the Dutch carried it to the Spice 
Islands and farthest Cathay, so that 
almost before the century closed to- 
bacco had girdled the world. Not, how- 
ever, without opposition. King James' 
futile crusade agalust the weed had no 
effect except to stimulate poets like 
Jonson, Ford, Sylvester and smaller 
fry to curry court favor by satirical 
abuse of smoking and smokers. 


Shakspeare never alludes to the pr,ac- 


tlce, and his silence may be Interpret- 
ed either way. Sultans, shahs, Khalifa 
and czars put forth their might against 
it, and Pope Urban launched a bill 
against ltd use, but all in vain; the 
frail, withered leaf was stronger than 
popes and kings. 


Mr. Penn has omitted a certain fam- 


ous anecdote associated with this bull 
of Urban, and the New York Evening 
Tost recalls it, as of Sncldcnt.il Inter- 
est. 
On the publication of the bull a 


paper was found affixed to the statue 
of Pasquin, containing a text in Latin, 
which has been thus translated into 
English: "Wilt thou break a leaf that 
Is driven to and fro, and wilt thou 
pursue the dry stubble?" 
This text Is 


found in Job xiii., 25. 
Urban made 


proclamation that, If the author would 
declare himself, he should receive re- 
ward. On the next morning the pas- 
quil was found signed "Job." 


Despite both spiritual and secular 


fulmlnatlons, tobacco held its own, and 
even—what few monarchs have done- 
conquered the church.

In the eighteenth century the ylpe 
sunk in reputation In England and the 
enuff box arose.

other In the costliness and beauty of 
their boxes, the exquisite flavor of their 
contents and the grace with which the 
pinch was Inhaled. 
England never 


quite attained these high levels of ele- 
gance, and in the nineteenth century 
went back to the cigar. The Crimean 
war brought in the cigarette, the use 
of which the English had learned from 
their allies, and In late years the pipe 
has come once more into favor.—Buf- 
falo Express.

Scented 
soaps, perfumes, odorous foods and 
'even spices must bef avoided. 
These 


prevent the user from smelling accu- 
rately and also Interfere with the other 
members of the party. 


When you dress, be careful to put on 


no garment that has been kept In the 
neighborhood of camphor wood, tobac- 
co, bouquets, dried blossoms or scented 
powder. When you reach the house of 
your host, enter It as softly- as you can 
and as slowly as possible. This Is to 
prevent making a draft by the move- 
ment of your own body. 
Be equally 


leisurely In opening and closing doors, 
as a quick movement Induces a sud- 
den rush of air. In the drawing room 
the hostess burns a series of Incenses, 
usually four or five in number. Each 
guest Is allowed to take three sniffs of 
each incense and must then Jot down 
Its name and number upon a card. 
Each of the four or flve Incenses Is 
burned two or three times, so that the 
number ot cards will vary from eight 
to (Ifteen. 
At the end the cards are 


laid out on the table, and the hostess 
rends the names of the Incenses em- 
ployed, which are checked off upon 
the cards. The guest who has guessed 
the largest number receives a pretty 
prize, which Is sometimes a silver or 
bronze Incense burner, statuette or 
carving. Among the Japanese the aver- 
age woman guesses correctly about six 
times In ten, while with the American 
women, the ratio is three in ten.—New 
York Post.

A case of 
geological action so rapid as to be easily 
observed Is the moving mountain in 
Hunterdon County, New Jersey.

It has obliterated old turnpikes and 


roadways, and threatens to slide sud- 
denly and do great damage. The land- 
slide already covers twenty-rive acres 
of one farm, and has destroyed 
the 


boundaries of another. 


At the point where the mound has 


torn away from the mountain is a deep 
gulch, In which have been found many 
Indian relics. The place is so danger- 
ous from ledges and 
banks which 


threaten to fall that nobody has dared 
explore the cleft thoroughly. 


This geological movement has been 


so rapid that a new map of the county 
may be necessary. 
Heavy rains, says 


the Detroit Free Press, stir the entire 
valley to fear lest tlie whole hill tum- 
ble and destroy everything in Its path.

It is what has been hitherto 


generally called "the initiative and 
referendum." It has been in use in 
Switzerland for some years, is in force 
in New Zealand, and has just been 
adopted in Oregon, The "initiative" 
consists in the proposal by the people 
through a petition signed by not less 
than eight per cent of the voters in 
the territory to be affected, of any de- 
sired lave, which must be submitted at 
a subsequent general election to the 
vote of the people. 
The supposed 


merit of the Initiative is to enable the 
people to get the legislation they want, 
which interested parties, it is said, 
now are often able to induce one 
branch of the legislature or a Govern- 
or to refuse to pass. The ''referen- 
dum" secures to the people the right 
to vote on any measure enacted by the 
legislature but which five per c««t of 
the voters ask to have put to the pop- 
ular vote. 
This is relied on to pre- 


vent a legislature from putting a law 
upon the people which they do not 
want, as the other is to enable them 
to have what they do want, in spite of 
the refusal of a legislature. 


Petitions were circulated and signed 


by a good many, asking for the sub- 
mission of an amendment of the con- 
stitution of this state to give the right 
ofjdirect legislation in certain cases. 


The Question Box followed a humor-

Turkey Growlnc Demoralized Under 


the Present Vicious System. 


In no country and at no time of the 


world's history has the spy system been 
developed to the point it has attained In 
Turkey to-day. It is a most elaborate 
organization and costs an immense 
amount of money. There are spies and 
counter-spies, 
und 
counter-counter- 


spies to tlie fourth or fifth degree. 
Their number Is legion, and they are 
to be found in all classes of society, 
from the highest to the lowest. Be- 
sides the mtubuer of police, almost ev- 
ery high dignitary has his own service 
of spies, says the London Chronicle. 


These are all rival orgunlzatious, tf 


spend most of their time iu spying u-.. 
denouncing each other. All prominent 
persons are closely watched, and fol- 
lowed even while shopping, and should 
they meet another person of note unj 
exchange a few words, the fact is care- 
fully noted. Turks no longer dare as- 
semble in parties of five or six for tlie 
purpose of spending their evenings to- 
gether. It Is impossible for three or 
four of them to sit down at a table in 
a coffee house without having a spy at 
the next. On such occasions they al- 
ways speak very loud, so that every- 
body may hear them. Should a Euro- 
pean converse with a Turk 
In the 


street, a spy will follow them and try 
to find out what they are saying. 


The result of all this is that the 


Turks avoid one another's company us 
much as possible, and whenever they 
do conae together the conversation is 
ou the moat futile subjects, and quite 
childish. The Turkish nation U grow- 
ing more and more demoralized under 
the preat-ut system.

Htuck may be taken over the park lands 
to patented lands under 
tlie super- 


vision of the superintendent. 


The herding or grazing of loose stock i 


or cattle of any kind upon jiovernment | 
lands in 
the. parks or driving them . 


over the same is strictly forbidden ex- i 
cept where authority is granted by the ' 
superintendent.

sale or use of 
liquor, posting adver- 


tisements or herding of 
live stock in ; 


the parks without, authority, also ri*h- ! 
ing fur profit or in any oilier way than 
with hook and line.
